Let the bjll stand as It 
Is and let us get the cable as soon as 
possible. 
The contract should go to the lowest 
responsible bidder, and the contractors 
should -give a 'botid guaranteeing th3 
working 
of 
the 
cable for 
twelve 
months. 
The appropriation of $3,500,000 bears 
an ample margin of profit to the con- 
tractor, and the Government should 
furnish the cable steamero, which It 
will always be necessary to keep In 
commission for repairs. So the con- 
tractor can well afford 
to give the 
guarantee. 
The Pacific cable must be laid In 
long sections, and in very deep water, 
therefore it is highly important tha.t 
it stiould be made of the very best 
material and by a factory or factories 
that have the very beat 
machinery 


for making, and good vessels for lay- 
ing it. Mr. Scrymser informed me 
when here that in his opinion the cable 
cannot be 
satisfactorily . made here, 
and he probably knows more about 
the making and laying' of cables than 
any man in the United States, lor he 
has had greater experience than any 
other man In that line. • 
The slightest defect la the cable ren- 
ders it useless, and repairs are often 
very expensive. Should "the defect be 
in very deep, water, in a valley of the 
sea, it is impossible to raise that sec- 
tion, so that It must be grappled from 
marine mountain tops or plateaus, 
and sometimes several hundred miles 
cut out and replaced toy new cable, 
thus making repairs very expensive. 
If a well-made 'and perfect cable is 
laid it may last for. years without any 
material expense for .repairs; hence 
the necessity for having; the best and 
taking no chances. 
Let the bill stand as It is and do not 
hamper it by amendments, and let 
the lowest responsible bidder do the 
work. We want the cable, and should 
have It as soon aa possible. As soon 
as we get the section ^.between Cali- 
fornia and Hawaii, necessity will 'soon 
bring: the next section' to Guam 
Manila.

ment of that nation has followed up its 
friendly overtures on the sea by meas- 
ures affecting international commerce 
which must touch the hearts 'Of its 
American 
friends 
where 
they live, 


through their pockets. The intimation 
is given out that the almost prohibi- 
tive restrictions against American Ufa 
insurance companies that had built up 
a vast business in Germany are to b9 
not merely modified but removed. 


"What is of large and immediate in- 


terest to the Pacific Coast, the Minis- 
ter of Finance, Dr. Miquel, with the 
approval of the Imperial Chancellor, 
has instructed the officials at all places 
of entry In Germany that American or- 
anges, lemons, raisins, prunes and all 
so-called Southern fruits, or no longer 
to be subjected to examination for the 
San Jose scale. The removal of this 
embargo from California's great fruit 
industries will go farther than 
any- 


thing else that Germany could have 
done to convince the people of this 
portion of the United States of Ger- 
many's sincerity in the other manifes- 
tations of a desire to cultivate a rela- 
tionship of international good will. 
It 


will prove an important factor in tha 
enlargement of California's prosperity. 


"With trans-Atlantic steamship rates 


down to ?30 as a result of tha war be- 
tween the big ocean lines, the English 
shop keepers are not very liable to 
complain this season about a scarcity 
of American trade. The rush to Eu- 
rope is so great that berths are being 
engaged three weeks in advance and 
are hard to get even that way. As the 
companies are not selling return tick- 
ets, though, thej- are liable to maks a

and from flamboyant packages, by tak-

and

straight and in bulk from the hands of 
the miller. There is no way for them 
to dodge the coffin trust. They cannot 
get along without dying, nor., in our 
so-called temperate climate, without 
burial. 
Therefore, everybody in due 


time must pass under the yoke of this 
casket trust.

There is a little question of figures be- 
tween Mr. Armes and- myself, whoss 
language, by the way, is not select for 
a man of his position in our State Uni- 
versity, I stated that the estimate for 
the department for '95-96—that is the 
estimate sent to the Mayor's office for 
one year's expenses, was $29,021.20 for 
2,800 books—a trine over $1 per book.

juggler with figures. Here is an offi- 
cial estimate of our Library Trustees. 
I now ask the chairman of this audi- 
ence to read them so there will be no 
mistake. The estimate for the Twenty- 
third avenue reading room was $1,375; 
allowed by me for-$1,200. The first half 
of the fiscal year they expended $600,. 
which was the portion of the year they 
required light and fuel, or just one-halt 
of what I allowed. Estimate for the 
Thirteenth avenue reafling- room asked 
was $1,450. I allowed $1,330. The first 
six months they expended $700, or just 
$25 over one-half. They asked for the 
North Oakland reading room J1.298. I 
gave them $1,204; expended for the first 
haU of year, $483. The estimate for the 
West Oakland reading room was $1,459. 
My allowance was $1,323.25; expended 
the first half of the year, $704, a. trifle 
over half. 
'"What reasons 
have they to offer 
now? They closed the reading rooms to 
jam me. They said I tried" to close the 
doors o£ the reading rooms so as to 
ceep the saloon doors open. Ah, but 
that was not the reason, and they knew 
t. They wanted to punish me so J 
could not run the city on a SI. 
Now Armes says he paid for the 
books and a seal which the city expert 
showed at the time were appropriated 
for his own use. Yes, but six months 
afterward, and the bills were paid by 
the city immediately, which does not 
verify statements he has made. I found 
this department was paying'33 per cent 
more than the contract called for, for 
coal. What right had they to buy any 
goods at a price more than the con- 
tract called for. Was this right? 
"In the years from '89 to '04 the ex- 


penses of the Library Increased from 
$10,919 to'$22,669. 
The department In 


'95 asked for $29,031, or about 150 per 
cent more than In '89, while the popula- 
tion increased but 20 per cent.
